Title IX impact weighed

Although UTM has gone a 
long way toward eliminating a 
lot of campus discrepancies 
with Title IX guidelines, there 
are still a lot of areas to be 
evaluated. Dr .Jimmy 
Trentham, provost said 
“We've gone a long way 
toward solving a lot of these 
things,'' Trentham said, 
concerning athletic matters 
Trentham said there will In* 
a survey conducted of other 
campus policies (luting the 
upcoming year 
“There will be a systematic 
survey of our present policies 
to determine where they are 
not in compliance with Title 
IX." Trentham explained 
He said he hopes this will be 
.i systematic survey by <i 
committee and that recom 
mendations will he made to 
the chancellor and added that 
Title IX campus policies would 
be reevaluated next July 
“I think we took Title IX 
more seriously than some 
other institutions. Trentham 
said 

An interpretation of the 
Guidelines by Dr Andrew 
Kozai. executive assistant to 
the UT Systems president 
Edward Boling, said that the 
University cannot give 
significant financial 
assistance («■ non University 
parties which discriminate on 
the basis of sex Dr Kozar s 
memorandum said this 
provision does not require that 
University recogn i zed clubs 
and organizations be refused 
access to or use of University 
facilities solely because of sex 
discriminatory policies or 
practices, hut it does prohibit 
the provision of financial 
assistance to such groups 
Dr Trentham said he was 
not positive what effect this 
would have on university 
recognized fraternities and 
sororities He stated it would 
be hard to draw a line between 
providing facilities and giving 
significant financial or other 
assistance 

My interpretation is that if 
we provide just a meeting 
room and if a faculty member 
wants to work with the 
organization on his own time 
this will not t»e considered 
significant university sup 
port," Trentham said This, he 
said, would be the maximum 
support of the University and 
if campus supplies were 
utilized the organization 
would have to reimburse the 
University 

Trentham said that to his 
knowledge there was no 
campus organizations that 
received significant univer 
sity support, but said a survey 
given to him by Ueah Grubbs. 

associate professor of office 


administration. indicated 
there were violations in this 
area. 

Grubbs said the survey was 
done by the business report 
writing class and the report 
Trentham received was 
compiled by Diane McCollum, 
a member of the class and 
assistant director of women 


activities at the time 

McCollum's report con 
eluded tjiat some campus 
ot ganizations and the 
University were in violation of 
Title IX 

“A questionaire completed 
by presidents of the 
authorized student 
organizations at the 


University of Tennessee at 
Martin. February, 1975, in 
dicated that several student 
groups were not compliant 
with the Title IX Guidelines." 
McCollum's report states 
Areas in which violations 
occurred were restrictive 
membership practices, use of 
University facilities, supplies. 


employee time, housing, 
equipment, and restrictive 
giving of scholarships and 
awards. 

Trentham said he plans to 
survey this area 
“We will have to caution 
departments not to supply

It is up to the SGA vice president to schedule 
events, and he deserves partial blame for not 
checking the date out more thoroughly The 
calendars given out at registration to students 
listed the Furry Lewis concert for last Wed 
nesday September 24. however, so the music 
department is not completely blameless 
The solution to the situation could be found in 
utilizing the system now in effect at East 
Tennessee State University There, in a 
prominent place, is a giant calendar that in¬ 
cludes everything that has been scheduled for a 
certain date Then if someone from a group 
*ants to schedule something they need only to 
check the giant calendar There is no real 
central calendar on this campus now as 
evidenced by the scheduling problems 
Separately, the two events held Tuesday 
night could have been extremely popular The 
campus is not yet so busy, however, that it can 
afford to have competing activities on one 
night Many other nights offer nothing in the 
way of entertainment 


Though it is impossible to ascertain just who 
is at fault, there should not have been the 
scheduling conflict that resulted in both SGA s 
mim-coocert and the Furry Lewis-Grandma 
Davis’ concert being held Tuesday night 
Separately, the two represent interesting 
concerts that would appeal to many students on 
campus Furry Lewis and Grandma Dixie 
Davis are two of the pioneers of blues music, 
and this campus was fortunate that such a 
concert was booked SGA had the right idea, 
also, when it booked ‘ Circus' for what it calls 
“mini-concert " At $2 and $1 50, respectively, 
the concerts represented cheap entertainment 
for students 

With many students interested in both types 
of music, however, they should not have both 
been held on the same night Both SGA and the 
music department claim that they booked their 
concert first, so the problem is obviously one of

Election tradition shows 
commuter discrimination 


The time-tested apathy that has been in¬ 
dicative in past UTM elections rose to epidemic 
proportions during last week’s SGA and class 
officer elections 

The turnout was actually up five per cent 
over last year, to be certain, with 25 per cent of 
the students voting When one remembers that 
55 per cent of the general voting population 
voted in the 1972 national election, however, it 
shows that the UTM students are not nearly as 
involved as the rest of society, often maligned 
itself for being apathetic and skeptical Where 
is the intellectual superiority that the college 
student purports to have"’ 

The lack of interest was not restricted to just 
the voting, though The irony of the elections 
was that there were ten uncontested races 
This, coupled with the fact that the campaigns 
were less extensive than those of previous 
years, implies that the students are not very 
interested in representation anymore 

Apathy cannot be the only factor to blame in 
the low voter turnout, however Though new 
polling places may be responsible for the in 
crease in voters, a better system can be found 
The present systems major flaw is the lack of 
consideration for the commuting and part-time 
student People from this catagory. making up 
a large percentage of this campus enrollment. 


have less representation in the S G A Congress 
than the average dorm student 

Discrimination against the commuters is 
also shown by the location of the polling place. 
Their voting station is in the University Center 
Many people, for example business students, 
park across the street from the Administration 
Building for a class there, and never cross the 
campus toward the Center A remedy for this 
is to place the student’s voting station at his 
respective department Thus, he may vote 
where a majority of his classes are. This would 
take revisions, certainly, but would be wor 
thwhile 

The custom of voting on Tuesdays also 
hampers the commuting student. With a 
majority of classes meeting on Monday, 
Wednesday, and Friday, these students may 
not even be on campus on a Tuesday Needless 
tradition should not alleviate the progress 
towards equality 

The voting is over and the fact still remains 
that a small minority of students have decided 
w ho will run the S.G A and student congress If 
we arc saddled with a do-nothing congress 
again this year, and that will hopefully not be 
the case, those who are elected cannot take full 
blame It must be shared with the seventy-five 
per cent who did not care enough to vote. 


Speaker policy infringes on free speech

"Freedom of inquiry and 
expression are essential to 
educational development." 

Where is this lofty platitude 
to be found? In the writings of 
ancient philosophers? In 
modern education textbooks? 
No You can find it on page 25 
of the Student Handbook 

But. what you cannot find in 
the Student Handbook are 
some regulations regarding 
non-campus political activity 
in residence halls- 
regulations that seem to be in 
conflict with the stated means 
to the end. educational 
development 

The first two policy 
statements in regulations 
titled “Non-Campus Political 
Activity in Residence Halls" 
concern activity of political 
speakers Under the first, 
political speakers are allowed 
to participate in programs in 
residence halls if sponsored 
and invited by the residence 
hall association Under the 
second, guest political 
speakers, if invited by a 
residence hall association, 
may enter a living area of a 
dorm only on “approval given 
by a majority of the residents 
of the particular residential 
unit .” 

A residence hall association 
should be involved in the 
process of having political 
speakers However, the 
association, by the power 
exercised by its constitutional 
officers, should only be in¬ 
volved in scheduling of 
available space consistent 
with other University 
regulations To have the 
association decide whether a 
certain speaker should be 
allowed in its dorm is outside 
its duties

the computers. If they happen 
to lose power we can quickly 
regenerate them in a matter 
of minutes.” 

In the first storm only minor 
damage was done to the 
computers. A member of the 
engineer technology depart¬ 
ment was able to make the 
necessary repairs However, 
the second electrical storm 
did much more extensive 
damage, as various in¬ 
terphase boards and other 
computer parts had to be sent 
to Massachusetts for highly 
technical repair.

Malfunctions in UTM's 
computer system have been 
the result of “freak" 
lightning storms and not 
incorrect insulation, ac¬ 
cording to Ted James, 
associate professor of biology. 

"The computer system 
itself and the various cables 
were all properly installed,” 
James said. "We do have 
some problems which concern 
the lightning storms but we 
are working on this.” 

Problems with the com¬ 
puters first arose this summer 
during two lightning storms 
which struck Martin. Two 
buildings, EPS and 
Humanities, were struck by 
lightning, causing extremely 
high voltage to run through 
the electrical systems of each 
building, through the un¬ 
derground cables and 
ultimately to the computer 
center where damage was 
done to some of the com¬ 
puters, James said. 


"People have asked us 
exactly where the problem 
was and why," James said. 
“The cables underground 
which lead to each of the 
computers had no wire 
shielding. However, even if 
they had, it wouldn't have 
helped any. It would not have 
prevented the lightning 
voltage from travelling 
through the cables and to the 
computers.” 

Many students have ex¬ 
pressed concern over this 
problem, James said. Word 
spread that any time there is 
an electrical storm the 
computers will have to be shut 
down; thus, students will not 
have access to the computers 
until the power is turned on 
again. 

“The computers are not 
necessarily turned off during 
storms," James West¬ 
moreland, director of the 
computer center, said. "We 
are trying to find some 
corrective procedures to 
prevent high voltage from 
coming in through the elec¬ 
trical systems " but in rare 
cases we will turn off the 
computer system completely. 

"Now if there is a very 
severe lightning storm ap¬ 
proaching and we hear about 
it in time we sometimes might 
go ahead and turn off our 
computer power to prevent 
any of the high voltage
